David L. Hollis took over his 
duties as sheriff of St. Louis 
county today, succeeding Arthur 
C. Mosley, who was ousted by 
the Missouri Supreme Court. 


Hollis, a Republican and a | 


former Maplewood city council- 
man, now president of a tool 
company, was appointed yes- 
terday by County Supervisor 
Luman F. Matthews and con- 


firmed promptly by the County | 


Council. 

Mosley, who had been Sher- 
iff since Jan. i, 1945, decided 
to step aside and make way for 
a successor without waiting for 
the Missouri Supreme Court to 
issue a formal writ of ouster. 
The court ordered him ousted 
Jan. 9 on grounds that he had 
permitted carnival gambling 
and had sought a share in a re- 
ward in 1953. 

He said he was not “resign- 
ing,” explaining that he was 
simply bowing to the court, 


which turned down his request | 


for a rehearing last Monday. 
His attorneys advised 
against appealing the case to 
the United States 
Court. 

The procedure of turning the 
office over to Hollis yesterday 
was brief. 
announced Saturday night that 
he planned to appoint Hollix, 
advised the council, in a regu- 
lar meeting, that a vacancy ex- 
isted and then submitted the 
appointment. 

Council Vote. 


The four Republican mem- 


bers voted approval, with one | 


Democrat voting no and the two 


others abstaining. Councilman | 
Thomas C. Dunne said he voted | 


against confirmation because 
he did not know enough about 
Hollis. Those who abstained 
were Councilman James H. J, 
McNary and Maurice Abram- 
son. 

Hollis, Mosley, his attorneys 
and representatives of the 
county counselor conferred with 
Circuit Judge Raymond E. La- 


Driere to arrange the transfer | 


of responsibility so there would 
be no interruption. Judge La- 
Driere called the other circuit 
judges together in the chambers 
of Judge Noah Weinstein, and 
all then approved a $50,000 per- 
formance bond posted by Hollis. 

The new Sheriff was sworn 


in by County Clerk Leo E. Sie- | 


vers. Hollis immediately reap- 
pointed the present 38 employes 
of the Sheriff's office and 
county jail, and said he did not 
plan any immediate changes in 
personnel, 

The deputies on duty at the 
time were sworn in, and the 
others were to be sworn in to- 
day. 

Hands Over Keys. 
Mosley and Hollis shook 
hands and went to the Sheriff's 
office, where Mosley handed 
over the keys. He said he would 
be glad to help in any way he 
could, and would be present to- 
day to answer any questions 
that his successor might have. 

As the two men_ walked 
through ‘the courthouse cor- 
ridors several persons called 
out, “So long, Art,” and “See 
you in November,” apparently 
a reference to a possibility that 
he might be a candidate for 


election this year. Mosley would | 


not say whether he intends to 


run for Sheriff, however. He has | 


insisted from the beginning that 
he has “nothing to be ashamed 
of.” but rather is proud of his 
law enforcement record. 

The county police powers 
were taken away from the 
Sheriff's office and transferred 
to a new county police depart-

| Inereased production of the 
|worms, which are larva of a 
'type of grain-destroying beetle, 
‘will be accomplished through 
use of a new wooden breeding 

box that has 30 bins, each 40 
‘inches long, 20 inches wide and 
five and one-half inches deep. 

The bins are lined with alum- 
inum foil to keep worms and 
beetles from crawling up the 
sides. In the past, the zoo has 
purchased quantities of worms. 
They are essential “in fare of | 
such birds as ecuckoos and 
swallows. 

Curator William Conway said 
birds, like people, enjoy a little 
variety in their diet and the 
meal worms, of which he could 
use 50,000 a month, give that 
little extra fillip.

This is the way he put it at 
the Twentieth congress of the 
Soviet Communist party: 

“We must pay serious atten- 
tion to improving service in 
dining rooms, restaurants and 
snack bars; we must cut’ over. | 
heads, improve the quality of 
dishes "and lower their price: 
we must go over more energet- 
ically tothe cafeteria or self- 
service system. 

“In a word, we must put pub- 
lic catering on such a footing 
that the mass of the people will 
find it more advantageous to 
patronize dining rooms and 
snack. bars than to buy food 
and cook it at home.” 

(Khrushchev didn't say why 
he appeared so dead set against 
home cooking.)

Congratulatory messages came 
from all other sections of the 
Communist world. Heading the 
list was Red China’s leader Mao >

Sias virgin lands to Commu- 
nist self-criticism. 

Mao’s Message Read. 


Mao's message was read by 
Chu Teh, Red Chinese Politbu- 
ro member who has been gét- 
ting the red carpet treatment 
since his arrival in Moscow, 

Mao, who regards himself as 
Stallin’s successor as Commu- 
nism’s greatest  theoretician, 
made clear that his government 
is as close as crossed fingers 1o 
the Soviet world. 

“The Communist party of the 
Soviet Union has been and will 
e a Signal example to the 
world Communist parties as the 
first shock brigade of the world 
revolutionary and labor move- 
ments,”’ Mao said. 

By thus openly acknowledging 
‘Russian leadership, Mao went 
a step farther than Khrushchev. 
In his address Tuesday Khrush- 
chev linked Russia and Red 
China as leaders of the world 
Communist movement. But 
Mao seemed to want it made 
clear his country accepts Rus- 
sia as the vanguard in the Red 
cause.

day that a mystery craft sighted 
lurking off Suva Feb. 3 has 
been identified as a long-range 
heavily-armed Russian subma- 
rine.

Capt. Josefata Vulaono, Fiji- 
an skipper of ‘the ketch Adi 
Tuilomaloa, reported that he 
was trailed by a myster craft 
last night. He said he sighted 
the vessel off Nukulau island 
and it followed him around the

The mysterious disappearance 
of two trading vessels, coupled 
with submarine-sighting re- 
ports, has caused considerable 
concern here.

orders. 

J. L. Atwood, president of 
North American, told the House 
armed services’ investigating 
subcommittee that his company 
has been making only about 3 
per cent profit on the basis of 
sales. He did not give the 
firm’s rate of profit on the 
basis of capital investment. 

The company did 99.66 per | 
cent of its business with the 
Government last year. 

$140,578 Pay in 1952. 

Subcommittee Counsel John 
J. Courtney, in questioning At- 
wood, disclosed that J. H. Kin- 
delberger, chairman of the 
board, made $140,578 in.~salary 
in 1952 with no bonus. By 1955 
his salary was boosted to $150,- 


‘000 and he was awarded $114,- 


000 in “incentive compensa- 
tion.”” Atwood got $100,270 sal- 
ary in 1952, and by last year 
his salary was $110,000 plus an 
$80,000 bonus. 

Atwood said bonuses. are 
awarded on the basis of com- 
pany profits, and are paid out 
over a period of five years. He 
told reporters that the amount 
of the bonuses had not been 
made public before. 

Bonuses for nine officials in 
1954 totaled $338,000 in addi- 
tion to $556,162 in salaries, In 
1953 eight officials split 
bonuses totaling $187,366, in 
addition to $540,947 in salaries.

TWENTY-THIRD ARTICLE, VOLUME II 
HE return of General MacArthur to the United 
States set off a wave of emotion and a great deal 
of oratory. I had expected this, and it did not 
4 wpset me. In fact, I let it be known that I thought it 
only proper that the General should be iwvited to 
address the Congress and that his achievements as a 
great soldier should be acclaimed. 

I felt quite differently, however, about the hear- 
ings that followed before the combined Senate Com- 
‘mittees on Armed Forces and Foreign Relations. In 
these so-called MacArthur hearings rféthing was 
turned up to give much encouragement to the domes- 
tic critics of the administration policy. On the con- 
trary, the combined committees concluded, as they had 
to conclude if the Constitution was to maintain its 
meaning, that the Commander in Chief was entirely 


within his rights if he thought it necessary to remove 
a military commander. 


But the people who must have gotten a great deal of 
satisfaction out of the hearings were the Soviet leaders. 
The committee Republicans (with few exceptions) made this 
an occasion to spread on the record almost every detail of 
our strategic planning. To be sure, arrangements had been 


made to delete from the published record such passages as 
might be objectionable on security grounds. But, with as 
large a committee as they had and all other Senators in- 
vited to attend, the newspapers were generally able to find 
out what had been deleted from the record. 
The Problem of Public Information. 


The problem, of course, is that members of Congress, 
and the newspapers too, consider, and rightly, that the gov- 
ernment’s business is the public’s business and therefore 
eyerybody’s business. “Everybody,” of course, inclu: ¢s every- 
body who can read the Congressional Record. the hearings 
and reports of committees, and not just the newspapers. We 
worry a lot about the chance that some employee of the gov- 
ernment might give away secrets, and we fire and humiliate 
people because of the mere susnicion that they might, per- 
haps some day, be indiscreet. Yet for the price of a good 
clipping service an enemy of the United States can acquire 
untold items of information about our plans and intentions 
and even about our installations and our equipment. This is 
made public because “the people are entitled to know.” 

Since no. two people are likely to agree where the se- 
curity’meeds end and the public interest begins, all an enemy 
ef the United States has to do is to stir up a good fuss that 
will lead to a Congressional probe. Then he will probably 
recéive at no extra charge all the information he wants. 
During the MacArthur hearings this was evident almost 
daily. 

Another matter that came up during these hearings was 
the character of the relationship between the President and 
his advisers. General Bradley, bearing up under unfriendly 
questioning by most of the Republicans on the committee, 
declined politely to tell the Senators what had gone on at a 
conference he had with me. He told the Senators that if he 
were to testify and quote his conversation with his Com- 
mander in Chief, he would be destroying his usefulness as an 
adviser to the President. 

I backed General Bradley completely in this matter, for 
it involved far more than just Harry Truman talking to Omar 
Bradley. It was a basic question of the meaning of the sep- 
aration of powers in our government. 


Founding Fathers Knew What They Were Doing. 

The men who wrote our Constitution knew what they 
were doing when they provided for three clearly separate 
branches of the government. They were mostly men trained 
in the law, and they were all well-informed on the history of 
government from Babylon to Britain. 

As a young man, I had read Montesquieu's Spirit of the 
Laws and the Federalist Papers, that collection of essays 
by Hamilton, Madison and Jay that explains so much of what 
the Constitution was intended to mean. Later, during my 
evening studies of the law, I had read some of Blackstone 
and Coke, and the Commentaries of Judge Story. This read- 
ing and the study of history and of our government hag been 
the foundation of my thinking about the Constitution. It is a 
document of remarkable qualities, and every American owes 
it to his country to- absorb not only its words but also the 
great ideas for which it stands. 

As President, it was my duty to safeguard the constitu- 
tional position of the office I héld—the Presidency of the 
United States. 

There is no office quite like the Presidency anywhere 
else in the world. It has great powers. But tHese powers 
must be safeguarded against inroads just as Congress must 
look after its powers and prerogatives. 

There is a point when the executive must decline to sup- 
ply Congress with information, and that is when he feels the 
Congress encroaches upon the executive prerogatives. Con- 
gress, of course, is anxious to obtain as many facts as it can; 
most of the time this is for legitimate reasons of legislation, 
but sometimes it is for the sole purpose of embarrassing and 
hamstringing the President—in other words, for partisan 
political reasons. When that happens, it is the President's 
solemn duty to resist the demands for fishing expeditions 
into his private files. Not even the so-called weak Presi- 
dents would stand for it. 


I always tried to take care of, and preserve, the posi- 


tion of the high office I held. The President cannot func- 
tion without advisers or without advice, written or oral. But 
just as soon as he is required to show what kind of advice 
he has had, who said what to him, or what kind of records he 
has, the advice he receives will become worthless. Advisers, 
to be of value, must feel that what they say or write, will be 
held in confidence; that the man or the office they advise 
will appreciate the fact that they are expressing opinions 


and that, probably, they are not the only ones asked for 
opinions and advice. The minute an effort is made to chal- 
lenge that decision after it has been made and to determine 
whether the opinions or the advice on which it was made 
was “right” (with retribution and criticism for those who 
were not “right”), independent thought which alone produces 
sound decisions will be stymied or killed, 


Gen. Ridgway Doing Fine Job in Korea.

unchallenged, as the aggressions in Manchuria in 1930 and in 
Ethiopia in 1939 had gone unchallenged, the world was certain to 
be plunged into another world war. 

This was the same kind of challenge Hitler flaunted in the 
face of the rest of the world when he crossed the borders of 
Mustria and Czechoslovakia. The free world failed then to meet 
that challenge, and World War II was the result. This time, the 
free nations—the United Nations—were quick to sense the new 
danger to world peace. The United Nations was born out of the 
ashes of two world wars and organized for the very purpose of 
preventing, or dealing with aggression, wherever it threatened 
to break out or actually occurred, 


International Machinery for First Time. 


That is why the United Nations responded with such spon- 
taneity and swiftness. This was the first time in the history of the 
world that there was international machinery to deal with those 
who would resort to war as a means of imposing their will or their 
systems on other people. 


We knew that the United States would have to carry the 
major burden, at the very outset. That was inevitable because of 
our geographic position and our strength. Our allies were still 
rebuilding their’shattered nations and binding the slowly healing 
wounds of their civilian populations. Most of them, too, faced 
possible aggression by the Communists on their own frontiers. 

The Communist aggressor had on several earlier occasions 
sought to probe what we would do if they moved to conquer and 
expand. They learned in Iran and Greece and Turkey and in 
Berlin that we would not be intimidated or bluffed. But up until 
Korea they had confined their action to subversion, indirect 
aggression, intimidation and revolution. 

In Korea, however, the world faced a new and bold Com- 
munist challenge. Here for the first time since the end of the 
second world war the Communists openly and defiantly em- 
barked upon military force and invasion 

We could not stand idly by and allow the Communist Im- 
perialists to assume that they were free to go into Korea or 
elsewhere 

This challenge had to be met—and it was met. It had to be 
met without plunging the world into general war. This was done.

Discovered About 1930. 

Radar was discovered about 
1930.

When 
war started there was no 
airborne radar, no _ anti-sub- 
marine radar, no radar for 
night fighters, nor for sea 
search. 

All. of this was developed 
within a couple of years when 
the barriers came down.

The service maga- 
zines had orders to sav nothing 
about it. When the Coast Ar-

For Whom the Court Spoke 


Vice President Nixon has done the nation 
and the cause of civil rights an immense dis- 
service by trying to exploit the Supreme Court 
decision on school segregation for partisan pur- 
poses. 

As everybody including the Vice President 
knows, this decision did not become a “Repub- 
lican” one because it was written by a Chief 
Justice who had been a Republican, any more 
than it became a Democratic one because seven 
of the nine justices who unanimously rendered 
it had been Democrats. 

As.a matter of fact, the great moral force of 
the Court's historic ruling against segregation 
in the public schools derives from the very 
breadth of its background. This was no isolated 
case, decided on political or narrow legal grounds, 
It was one of many in a long line of decisions, 
all marching in the same direction, which have 
steadily strengthened the legal protections for 
equal enjoyment of constitutional rights without 
respect to race or creed. : 

The school decision merely confirmed what 
the courts have been deciding for years in the 
fields of higher education, transportation, voting 
rights, housing, and public accommodations of all. 
sorts. It thus embodies the national conscience. 
It speaks not for Democrats or for Republicans 
but for Americans—for the very spirit of law 
and Constitution, for justice, for democracy. 
And that is why it must be faithfully carried out. 

Carrying out desegregation in the schools will 
not be helped by such cheap political tricks as 
Mr. Nixon’s. Neither will it be helped by radi- 
cal demands for federal coercive action against 
states and school districts unless they achieve 
full integration at once. 

What, after all, did the Supreme Court say? 
After ruling in May 1954 that school segregation 
is unconstitutional and must be brought to an 
end, it heard extensive arguments on how best 
to carry out the decision. Because of the great 
variety of local problems involved the Court 
deliberately avoided handing down an absolute 
dictum to be applied everywhere in the same 
way at the same time. In its final order last 
May it instructed the federal district courts, in 
supervising compliance with the decree, to: 

require that the defendants make a prompt 
and reasonable start toward full compliance. 
Once such a start has been made, the 
courts may find that additional time is 
necessary to carry out the ruling in an 
effective manner. The burden rests upon 
the defendants (i.e. local school authorities) 
to establish that such time is necessary in 
the public interest and is consistent with 
good faith compliance at the earliest prac- 
ticable date. 

The Court thus made quite clear that it 
expected its decision to be fully complied with. 
Those Southerners who are shouting defiance 
will have to face this fact sooner or later, and 
they had just as well understand that no “com- 
promise” which leaves segregation in practical 
effect can be accepted. But the Court was wise 
to allow time and flexibility of application, so 
that varying local circumstances could be reason- 
ably dealt with. 

It would be inconsistent with this spirit for 
the Federal Government, either by legislation 
or by executive ukase, to withhold school aid 
funds unless every district complies right now, 

and in the same way. That would mean substitut- 
ing federal coercion for the gradual and locally 
adapted transition which the courts have under- 
taken to supervise. 

The moderate, the responsible, and the reason- 
able counsel on these issues is coming from 
Dwight D. Eisenhower In the Republican party 
and Adlai E. Stevenson in the Democratic party. 
The Nixons and the Harrimans would do well 
to take their cues from them. 
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The Unsafe Two Thirds 


An appalling picture of the nation’s highways 
is drawn in a factual report presented to Con- 
gress. The report was made by the United 
States Bureau of Public Roads in collaboration 
with state agencies, citizens’ committees and 
representatives of the automobile industry and 
motorists. Two thirds of the nation’s highways 
are below minimum safe-driving standards, the 
study found. 

An unsafe road is not the only factor in the 
accident toll. An-unsafe car and” an unsafe 
driver can also be disastrous. But wornout pave- 
ments, poorly-engineered curves, excessively 
narrow right-of-way and’ bridges, and jammed 
intersections are likely to be costly in human 
lives. -The study disclosed that in the 35,600- 
mile primary highway system the typical rural 
highway had its last major improvement of 
alignment and grade 24 years ago and its surface 
was last improved 19 years ago. 

The intensity of the cosgestion is shown by 
the fact that 60 per cent of the traffic on main 
highways is on 7 per cent of the mileage. 

It is going to be costly to modernize and 
extend the highways of this country to meet 
present-day requirements, Estimated costs per 
mile range from $200,000 in rural areas to as 
much as $10,000,000 for four-lane thorough- 
fares in cities. In time lest, in property damage, 
in waste of fuel, brakes and tires, and most of 
all in loss of life and limb, the cost of inaction 
would be greater still. That is the central fact 
for Congress to ponder as it moves in on this 
challenging problem.

The High Cost of Money 


As President Eisenhower pointed out in his 
budget message, interest on the public debt now 
amounts to around $7,000,000,000 a year, which 
represents 11 per cent of total expenditures, 
That is a heavy fixed charge on revenues, and 
every effort should be made to reduce it. 

One way of doing so is to reduce the national 
debt. But this promises to be a long, slow 
process, Secretary Humphrey’s prospective sur- 
plus in the 1956-57 year will reduce the debt by 
only 15 one-hundredths of 1 per cent. 

Another way is to reduce the rate of interest 
paid for Government money. In 1948 the Treas- 
ury paid $5,200,000,000 annual interest on a debt 
of $252,000,000,000, or an average rate of just 
over 2 per cent. Today it is paying $7,000,000.- 
000 interest on a debt of $280,000,000,000, or an 
average rate of 2.5 per cent. 

A rise of half a percentage point on the public 
debt runs into big money. If the present debt 
could be carried at the 2 per cent average rate 
which carried the debt in 1948, the Treasury's 
annual interest bill would come down by $1,- 
400,000,000. Those dollars would pay for a 
great many schoo! buildings, a great many miles 
of highway, hospitals and schoo] lunches. 

A variety of factors accounts for the cost of 
government money, and it~cannot be changed 
overnight by fiat. Yet if dear money is appro- 


priate to keep inflationary forces in check, 


cheap money is appropriate to a time when 
inflation is not the primary danger. The time 
may be coming, therefore, when the cost of 
carrying the public debt is susceptible of reduc- 
tion. Banks and other large institutional holders 
of governingnt bonds will not like it, but lower 
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interest«charges will help make funds available 
for the many social responsibilities modern 
government must meet. 
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15 Cents More for Schools 


St. Louis voters will be asked to approve a 
$1.30 school tax rate for two years at a special 
election on April 12. This is necessary under 
Missouri Jaw unless the rate is to revert to the 
prescribed 89 cents. That would be a tragedy. 

Indeed, there‘is reason to ask why this unreal- 
istic 89-cent, limit—which applies only to St. 
Louis—should be allowed to stand in the law, 
thus putting the community to the needless ex- 
pense of an election every two years, The city 
school tax rate always has been moderate. The 
rate in a number of suburbs is two and three 
times as high without providing superior public 
education, 

An increase, of course, should be submitted 
for approval. And the Board of Education is ask- 
ing an increase this year from $1.15 to $1.30. The 
extra 15 cents are being asked chiefly to reduce 
the high ratio of pupils to teacher, to give our 
none-too-well-paid teachers a $200-a-year salary 
increase, and to cover the expenses of bringing 
school employes under the social security system. 

School employes are expected to approve this 
coverage by vote on March 15. In the improbable 
event that they reject it, the school board will 
not collect the full 15 cents. It is almost certain, 
however, that $500,000 will be needed for 1956 
social security payments plus $387,000 for retro- 
active payments. . 

For the attempt to reduce the pupil-teacher 
ratio to 35-1—which still is high—the board will 
need about $165,000 for new teachers, The salary 
increase will cost about $650,000 a year. The 
board also must cope with a reduction of 
$850,000 in state aid because of incomplete 
financing of Missouri's new “foundation” plan. 

The school board committee obviously kept 
the proposed tax increase as low as possible. So 
it should meét with general approval. After all, 
what better investment does a community make 
than its support of public education?

The Rev. James B. Macelwane 


The Rev. James B. Macelwane S.J., dean of 
St. Louis University’s @rstitute of Technology, 
who died Wednesday at the age of 72, was one 
of the world’s foremost scientists. Large of 
frame, jolly and exceedingly modest; he -had 
more the outward appearance of a simple country 
priest than of the scientist and scholar. During 
his 44 years at the university he became an 
authority on geophysics and earthquakes. His 
seismograph had a nation-wide reputation for 
accuracy in reporting earth tremors. 

Oddly enough, Father Macelwane had not in- 
tended to become a scientist. He undertook 
the study of physics only at the direction of his 
religious supervisors. While this took him out 
of his favorite field of languages, he still was able 
to add German, French and Italian to his pro- 
ficiency in Latin and Greek.. Although he won 
international honors and several honu:ary de- 
grees, was a member of many scientific societies, 
and worked at 4he most abstract levels of 
thought, he will be remembered by those who 
knew him for his kindliness and simplicity.

Pleasant Reminder of Our Youth 


All anyone needs to do to know that St. Louis 
was once French is to look up at the street signs: 


Laclede, Chouteau, Papin and St. Ange; DeBali- © 


viere, Florissant, Gravois and LaBadie; Desloge, 
Des Peres, DeTonty and Cote Brilliante. Other 
names suggest the early St. Louisan’s admiration 
of France, its people and traditions: St. Francois, 
St. Xavier, Lafayette and Marquette. And around 
St. Louis are place names that confirm this for 
the entire region: Creve Coeur, Bellefontaine, 
Ste. Genevieve, Belleville, Prairie du Rocher 
and Dupo (duPont). 

Yet these names are so much a heritage of 
memories rather than a living force that it 
is always good to be reminded ‘of the commu- 
nity’s French origin. And seldom has the re- 
minder come so fittingly as at the conference 
on “France in the Mississippi Valley” at Wash- 
ington University which marked the 192nd anni- 
versary of the founding of St. Louis Wednesday. 
For the idea for this gathering of historical 
scholars from as far away as Princeton, St. Louis 
owes thanks to John Francis McDermott who 
has so many times contributed fo our contem- 
porary knowledge of our great past. 

The early French theater, Creole arts and 
crafts, the French plantation house, descriptions 
of Indians by early French travelers, French 
penetration into the Great Lakes, the French 
language press of the Upper Mississippi Valley, 
French philosophic thought in the America of 
the 1700s—these themes were presented by 
outstanding historians and linguists from New 
Orleans and Tulane, from the Clements Library 
and the University of Michigan, from Indiana 
University and Michigan State. And there was 
the dean of them all, Gilbert Chinard of Prince- 
ton, biographer of Jefferson, now retired, who 
charmed his audience not only with his learning 
but with his warm recollections of St. Louis's 
generosity to French war relief in World War I. 

Yet the day was not all lived in the past, for 
as Charles Lucet, French Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary to the United States, said in a gracious 
address, the assembly recalled “the oldest and 
most enduring of international friendships in 
all the world.” For the Treaty of Alliance ne- 
gotiated by Franklin and signed by King Louis 
XVI is in force after all these years. The links 
that bind the Mississippi Valley with the home- 
land of its pioneers are indeed “durable and 
deep.” 


- 
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Need for More Airline Service 

The reasons why St. Louis wants better air- 
line service have now been laid before a Senate 
aviation subcommittee. The delegation of city 
officials and Chamber of Commerce officers, 
headed by Mayor Raymond R. Tucker, based its 
plea largely on the better service enjoyed by 
many other cities, including some much smaller 
than St. Louis. 

Almost the entire aviation history of the city, 
which in its early days was far more promising 
than it has been lately, was reviewed. Mayor 
Tucker recalled Charles A. Lindbergh, his 
“Spirit of St. Louis” and the international bal- 
loon races. Senator Hennings and Senator 
Symington, who also attended the hearing, 
contrasted the city today as “by-passed and over- 
looked,” when it comes to adequate airline 
service, and as a “milk-run stop on airline sched- 
ules.” In fact, St. Louis was put on exhibition as 
a city that must be without parallel as far as 
need for more airline service goes. 

But it is up to the Civil Aeronautics Board to 
remedy this state of affairs. It has before it 
now the applications of United Air Lines, East- 
ern Air Lines and American Airlines for per- 
mission to give St. Louis much of the service 
that the St. Louis delegation ‘appealed for. If 


‘the CAB, which has turned U.A.L. down four 


times since 1943, rejects these three applications 
it will be exceedingly hard to understand.

| Congress is considering pay-as-you-ride highway legislation with 
new taxes; many high state levies already bring total gas tax to 
dime a gallon; Detroit newspaper wonders if Americans will not 
j soon demand smaller, more economical cars from motor industry.

While nothing is settled as yet, it 
seems agreed in Congress that the taxes 
to finance the new national ‘highway 
program will include another penny a 
gallon on gas. 

A penny, though not much in itself, 
would represent a 50 per cent rise in 
federal gas tax. In many states, the new 
federal tax would bring the total of gas- 
oline taxation to a dime a gallon or even 
more, since many states will be needing 
more highway revenue to. match in- 
creased federal aid. 


(Editor’s note: 
The federal gaso- 
line tax is now 2 


cents per gallon. To 
this must be added 
state taxes and mu- 
nicipal levies, if 
any. The Missouri 
state gas tax is 3 
cents per gallon, 
lowest in the nation. 
Other state levies: 
Illinois, 5 cents; 
Kansas, 5; Iowa and 
Nebraska, 6; Okla- 
homa and Arkansas, 
8.5; Kentucky and 
Tennessee, 9 cents.) We are moving 
on toward a point where a tankful of 
gasoline will begin to cost us fortunate 
Americans about as much as Europeans 
long have been paying. 

The purpose in noting that fact is 
not to cry out against this taxation. It 
is true a good case can be made for 
spreading highway costs among. .the 
generality of taxpayers, because it is 
readily provable that highways directly 
or indirectly benefit everybody. 

However, the practice of assessing the 


cost on highway users is firmly estab- 
lished and most motorists do not object 
Strongly. 

At some point, nevertheless, in the 
steady rise in the pumpside price of 
gasoline, the car owner certainly is go- 
ing to start watching gas’ consumption 
more closely than in the past. The pur- 
pose here, then, is merely to mention 
that a time probably is coming when 
motor manufacturers will have excel- 
lent reason to take account of this. 

In Europe the high cost of gasoline 
and of vehicle taxation generally has 
had a pronounced effect on automotive 
design. 

The cost of operating a car abroad 
has played some part in keeping most 
European and British models far small- 
er and lighter than the average Ameri- 
can car. It has forced designers to con- 
centrate far more than has the American 
industry on producing a car that will 
— with a minimum expenditure of 

uel. 


So we wonder if the mounting cost 
of operating an American automobile 
will not presently force our designers 
also to give more thought to economy. 
If that is coming, we may presently wit- 
ness a collision more spectacular than 
any to be seen on the highways. 

For some years now the * 
America has been toward bi 
heavier cars with 
horsepower. 

When, if ever, this trend collides with 
an insistent consumer demand for cars 
less thirsty for gasoline, the clamor in 
the.industry as competition adjusts to 
the new requirements will be wonderful 
to hear.

Between Book Ends 


John Paul Jones Himself 


GALLANT CAPTAIN, by Pearl Frye. (Little, Brown, 

320 pgs., $3.75.) 

As salty as a rousing sea chantey is 
this story of the fabulous John Paul 
Jones, Pearl Frye’s erudition in the mat- 
ter of the American Revolution and its 
greats brings an authenticity to her 
book which goes deeper than many so- 
called historical novels. To the exten- 
sive documentation of the naval engage- 
ments of that period of John Paul Jones 
she adds credible characterization to 
clothe the whole man and make him 
live again. 

From the time he appeared on the 
American scene, a young, mysterious yet 
compelling personality, John Paul won 
the attention of such men as Thomas 
Jefferson and Patrick Henry and that 
cordial southern gentleman, Willie 
Jones, who even gave him his own sur- 
name. Master of his own merchantman 
at twenty he lost it and everything else 
he cherished when he had to fell the 
foul Mungo Max- 
well in self defense 
and become an exile 
from his own coun- 
try. But such bril- 
liance and capabili- 
ty as his could not 
be downed and 
when he threw in 
his lot with. the 
revolutionaries who 
were fighting to 
free this country he 
threw in his talents 
too 

Iie roved the high 
seas and hugged the 
British coast in 
search of vessels carrying aid and com- 
fort to the enemy, found and confound- 
ed them from the decks of first one in- 
adequate ship after another. But he had 
to spend precious time ashore fighting 
for recognition, not for his own advance- 
ment but for bigger and better ships 
and permission to sail boldly against the 
British. He was irritated and appalled 
by malicious gossip, back-biting, delays 
and the wrangling of an uneasy Con- 
gress over ways and means to conduct 
the war. 

However that was nothing to the in- 
trigue he found at the Court of Louis 
XVI where the American Arthur Lee 
was trying to undermine Benjamin 
Franklin and gain the title of Ambas- 
sador to all Europe for himself. But 
old “Papa” Franklin, the darling of 
Paris with his sagacity and wit, main- 
tained his serenity in the midst of sa- 
vants, sycophants and spies. Liking 
Jones on sight he nearly drove him 
crazy counseling patience in the matter 
of obtaining a ship. ‘ 

Finally John Paul Jones was able to 
free himself of the cloying frou-frou of 
the French salons and boudoirs and 
sailed, moderately satisfied, on a rugged 
old Indiaman which the King of France 
bought for him with money loaned per- 
sonally by Dr. Franklin. Naming her, in 
compliment to his idol, Le Bon Homme 
Richard, he weighed anchor and began 
the famous series of hotly courageous 
exploits that every schoolboy knows—or 
should. 

(But with the woods, and waters, full 
of gallant captains it seems that this 
title is very general for one who was 
so particular a personage.)

A recital entitled “Music in 
Shakespeare's Time’ was given 
last night on the Washington 
University series by Suzanne 


| Bloch who played nearly 30 
‘tunes on the instruments for 
which 


they were originally 
scored. As in her debut 
this series in 1952, Miss Bloch 
provided an evening of delight- 
ful musical expression on such 
prebaroque instruments as the 
lute, recorder and virgina! 
The soloist, a daughter of 
Composer Ernest Bloch as well 
as an accomplished musician 
prefaced her 


marks. Before playing “Greene 
Sleeves” as it was first scored 
for the lute she said: “This 
has endured 
and gotten on the juke boxes. 
And that is as high as music 
can go.” In serious vein she 
identifiedrwhich of the airs had 
in plays by 
Shakespeare, passed along such 
bits of musicology as the fact 
that the first Elizabeth was an 
expert player of the virginals. 

The music played is, by na- 
ture, cool and unfeverish and 
Miss Bloch communicated it 
with enthusiasm. 

A group of selections for the 
lute, a hand-plucked intrument 
with 19 strings, 18 of which are 
tuned in pairs, began the eve- 
ning. Difficult to tune, one mar- 
veled. that the instréme ent can 
be played with infallible pitch. 
Tonal sonority is related to 
both mandolin and guitar. This 
lute, a German make of the 
last century, has replaced the 
seventeenth century instrument 
which Miss Bloch played here 
before. 

Miss Bloch. played on three 
recorders, the sopranino, so- 
prano and alto. From applause 
it was apparent that the uni- 


eversity’s recorder classes were 


well represented in the audi- 
ence. 

One of the more interesting 
selections in the virginals group 
was a William Byrd hexachord, 
a series of variations on the first 
six notes of the scale.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16 (UP) 
— A former Government em- 
ploye and labor union efficer 
claimed immunity under the 
Fifth Amendment today when 
asked if he ever had associated 
with the late Harry. Dexter 


White, former Treasury Depart- 
ment official accused of espi- 
onage. 

He is Henry Rhine, Louisville, 
Ky., who testified before the 
House Committee on Un-Amer- 
ican Activities in its investiga- 
tion of past Communist infil- 
tration of the government. 

After Rhine used the fifth 
amendment once in regard to 
associations with White, com- 
mittee counsel Richard Arens 
said: 

“I put it as a fact that you 
were a member of an under- 
ground group in 1933 and 1934 
with Harry Dexter White, 
George Silverman, John Abt and 
Victor Perlo.” 

“My answer to that is the 
same as before.” Rhine said, 
“to assert my privilege uncer 
the Constitution of using the 
fifth amendment.” 

Another Witness Balks. 

Marcel Kistin, Arlington, 
Mass., a practicing attorney and 
a former Government emplove, 
also appeared before the com- 
mittee and used the fifth 
amendment against possible 
self-incrimination in refusing to 
answer questions. 

Both he and Rhine refused to 
say whether they are now or 


ever were members of the 
Communist party 

Rhine testified 55 minutes 
and invoked the fifth amend- 


ment 58 times. Kistin testified 
30 minutes and used the fifth 
amendment 23 times. 

Rhine had been employed bv 
the Government as a clerk from 
1933 to middle 1936 at the Na- 
tional Recovery Administration, 
Works Progress Administration 
and the Senate Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce Committee. 

Kistin had been employed by 
the Government as a ¢lerk from 
1935 to 1947 at WPA, Farm Se- 
curity Administration and Was 


Assets Administration, except 
for a three-vear period begin- 
ning in 1942 when he was in 


the Army 
Tells of Taking Oaths. 

In reply to questions. Kistin 
said he took oaths to sustain, 
protect and defend the consti- 
tution of the United States 
when he became a lawyer, when 
he entered the Army and as a 
Government employe 

“Have you ever been a mem- 
ber of an organizationaiedicat- 
ed to the destructaon of the 
United States Government?”

LONDON, Feb. 16 (UP)—The

today as the first step in a new 
campaign to curb inflation and 
get Britain’s trade out of the 
red.

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» Pleasant Weather for 
Drive to Kentucky

HERE was ice and snow on the ground during the 
week before we left home on our Audubon tour. 
And letters came from sponsors in West Virginia 
. and Kentucky, worrying about travel conditions and 
‘ whether we'd man- 
ney. age to arrive at our 

NY destinations on time. 
— When you're sched- 
uled to talk at a cer- 
tain auditorium in a 
certain city on a cer- 
tain evening at an 
hour which has been 
advertised, your ar- 
rival becomes a mat- 
-om, ter of real concern 
~~ to those who are ex- 
* pecting you. But we 
wrote reassuring an- 
= Swers, saying that 

» the weather always 
me cleared for our Au- 
dubon travels and 
that in visiting near- 
ly 200 cities for the 
society we'd never 
missed an engage- 
¢ ment. 

Having thus committed ourselves, we really weren't 
surprised when, the night before our departure, a 
warm rain began to fall. By morning the ice and 
snow had been wiped away as if by magic and the 
sky was clear, with the first bright sunshine we'd 
seen for days. So we packed the car with considerable 
relief, went over a hundred last-minute details with 
‘Matt, waved goodby to Thelma who was helping Gin- 
nie get the house ready for our departure apd were 
on our way. 
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. THIS TIME THE ROUTE lay eastward to Hender- 
gon, Ky., by way of the Mississippi river bridge at 
Chester and then across southern Illinois to old Shaw- 
neetown. The Mississippi was as low as we're ever 
seen it at this time of year, with sand-bars bare and 
extending far out into the stream. So we were sur- 
prised, some three hours later, to drive down the 
banks of the Ohio to the ferry landing at Shawnee- 
town and find this river at flood stage. Another six 
feet’ said the ferryman, and traffic across the river 
would be halted. ‘This brown, rolling tide on which 
rode all sorts of debris from washed-out trees to 
chicken coops was undoubtedly the result of melting 
snow far up on the watershed which had raised the 
Allegheny and Monogehela, although even down- 
stream tributaries like the Green, Wabash and Miami & 
were beginning to rise. 3

WHILE WE WERE in Evansville and Henderson © 
we went out with our sister, Helen, to visit her farms # 
in the Ohio river bottoms. Her farmers, Chris and ; 
Henry Hahn, have lived on this land for years, raising 
primarily corn and soybeans in the bottom lands and 5 
some wheat and livestock on the higher ground. The 
| ‘Hahns are solid, progressive people, with homes which 
' are far above the country average in comfort and 
taste and convenience. But both wives told,.as we 
- Jooked out the windows over the vast expanse of water 
-. covering the fields, of the great floods back in the 
= 1930s. Those were years when the Ohio rose to un- 
& precedented heights, so that it finally came up four to 
= eight feet in their houses. As always happens in low 
country, the farmers and their families stay until the 
: last moment, working desperately to save crops, equip- 
© ement, household effects, buildings and livestock. 
® Finally the stock is driven_to high ground and the 
© families go out by boat. And coming back, weeks or 
* days later, to a sea of mud is a heart-breaking and 
= back-breaking experience. So the'‘life of the farmer 
in the big river bottoms centers around the stage of 
the river, all through the months of late winter and 
. until the last rise of June comes down.

IN HENDERSON AND LOUISVILLE we renewed 
* acquaintance with friends fram earlier Audubon visits, 
* then headed eastward through the Kentucky Bluegrass 
©: for Charleston, W.Va. There are signs of the agricul- 
°° tural depression beginning to show, all through the 
*' farming country; fewer buildings going up, fewer 
freshly painted homes and out-buildings, many sag- 
©. ging fences. Even in the Bluegrass the white board 
= fences are less in evidence and many have been 
painted with black creosote which is more practical 
though less picturesque. I'd say, too, that much of 
this area is no longer worked by dirt farmers, but is 
owned by corporations which have little to do with 
agriculture but call their operations “experimental 
farms,” or by far-off city folk who grow tobacco for 
the Government subsidy and raise blooded cattle and 
race horses on the side. 

Today we'll cross the mountains—the Alleghenies in 
which Charleston is located and the Blue Ridge—then 
=, drop down into the beautiful valleys of Virginia where

“The Omelette Book,” put to- 
gether by Narcissa Chamberlain 
and published by Alfred Knopf. 


For a long time I’ve been 
beating the drum for the ome- 
lette around here, trying to con- 
vince people that it is one of 
man’s noblest creations, a thing 
of versatility and gastronomic 
delight, a dish which both re- 
stores the tissues and charms 
the senses, but how much 
good it’s done I’ve no way of 
knowing. 

Anyway, Narcissa, who is the 
wife of Tom Chamberlain, him- 
self no small shakes as a gour- 
met, artist and writer, has come 
to the rescue with a whole book 
on the subject. She, too, saw 
the omelette as a half-forgotten 
and much neglected cooking 
classic. 

“The enormous range of its 
possibilities,” she writes, “has 


almost disappeared from the 
current books on cookery. The 
omelette has sunk to the level 
of just another way to do the 
breakfast eggs.” 


Mrs. amberlain comes up 
with 25 very interesting pages 
of general discourse on the sub- 
ject of the omelette, its history 
and peculiarities, and then pro- 
ceeds to prove what she says 
with recipes for 297 omelettes 
and 16 sauces. 


You will be surprised at the 
wide range of the omelette—to 
learn that there is hardly any- 
things that can’t be blended 
into an omelette if you know 
the way. There are omelettes 
made with all sorts of seafoods 
including mussels, oysters and 
roe; omelettes made with potl- 
try and game of all types, meat 
omelettes which encompass ev- 
erything from bacon to brains 
to sweetbreads to tongue; vege- 


table omelettes taking in virtu- 
ally everything in that line in- 
cluding sweet potatoes and 
squash, and sweet dessert ome- 
lettes in which the omelette is 
combined with jams and jellies, 
mincemeat, pumpkin, candied 
fruits and various liqueurs. 


I've been skimming through 
the book, drooling gently and 
trying to make up my mind 
which omelette I would choose. 
I gave up, but one that took 
my fancy is the omelette 
Duchesse A L’Ecarte, which is 
made as follows: 


Beat up eight eggs with a 
tablespoon of concentrated 
chicken stock, two tablespoons 
of cream, one tablespoon of 
grated cheese or Parmesan, salt, 
pepper, a pinch of paprika and 
a pinch of nutmeg. With this 
mixture make eight or 10 sepa- 
rate small omelettes. It is best 
to make half at a time, filling 
the first four or five and keep- 
ing them warm while preparing 
the rest. 


Mix a cup and a half of 
minced cooked chicken with 
three or four mushrooms which 
have been chopped and sauteed 
in butter and add enough well 
seasoned rich cream sauce to 
hold them together, Fill each 
little omelette with this mix- 
ture and then fold it up. 


Butter five slices of bread 
and toast them under the broil- 
er. On each slice of toast put 
an equal sized thin slice of 
cooked beef tongue heated in 
a little butter. On each of these 
place two tiny omelettes and 
spread on each a spoonful of 
Madeira sauce, a sprinkling of 
finely chopped parsley and you 
have a dish fit for a queen. 

H chosen at random ,just to 

give you an idea. It’s a 
souffle macaroon omelette. You 
beat four egg yolks thoroughly 
with a half cup of granulated 
Sugar until light in color and 
guite thick. Beat six whites un- 
til stiff but not dry and then 
fold them carefully into the 
yolks together with six dried 
macaroons rolled into fine 
crumbs. Pour into a generously 
buttered shallow oval baking 
dish, slash along the top and 
cook in a moderately hot oven 
until it is lightly golden on top 
but still creamy inside. A few 
minutes before it is done, 


sprinkle it with sifted sugar. 
Mm-m-m.

corner. Everyone in the act 
thought the name Kronkheit 


was very funny, and apparently 
audiences did, too, because 
every time they mentioned Dr. 
Kronkheit the audience howled. 
In time Dr. Kronkheit began to 
dominate everything and event- 
ually he took over. The school 
act had already been abandoned 


The doctor act kept growing 
until finally it grew into a full 
30 minute affair and became 
one of the most famous acts in 
vaudeville historv. Some of its 
lines, like “take off the coat. 
my boy,” became part of the na- 
tional conversation, just like 
“Vass you dere Charlie?” in 
radio days, and “I'll be a dirt, 
bird.” today 


Smith and Dale have been 
together since 1898, which is 
98 years and a record. McIntyre 
and Heath were together 52 
vears, and thevedid it, accord- 
ing to vaudeville legend, by see- 
ing and speaking to each other 
only when on stage. Weber and 
Fields came close to the half 
century mark, and they, too, 
lived their separate lives. Near-

HAVE long been wanting to

the fact that the United States, 
in refusing to accept Hawaii and 
Alaska as states, is subjecting 
these two territories to colo- 
nialism. 

This has been brought forci- 
bly to my attention by reading 
Ernest Gruening’s keynote ad- 
dress at the Alaska Constitu- 
tional convention. He _ begins 
by saying: 

“We meet to validate the 
most basic of American princi- 
ples, the principle of ‘govern- 
ment by consent of the gov- 
erned’. Ve take this historic 
step because the people of Alas- 
ka who elected you have come 
to see that their long-standing 
and unceasing protests against 
the restrictions, discriminations 
and exclusions to which we are 
subject have been unheeded by 
the colonialism that has ruled 
Alaska for 88 years.” 

. . ¥ 

LATER, Mr. Gruening quotes 
from a Governor of Alaska, John 
Green Brady, who haif a cen- 
tury ago contemplated the vain 
efforts of Alaskans for nearly 
40 vears to secure a modicum 
of self government and _ said: 
“We are graduates of the school 
of patience.” 

The Alaskans complain of all 
the things our 13 colonies orig- 


inally complained of. They 
have no adequate representa- 
tion in the Congress which 


makes their laws, often unjust 
to the Territory of Alaska, and 
yet they must abide by them 

Alaska has suffered through 
laek of development of roads 
and railroads and even in re- 
striction of transport by sea. 
The ports of the states have 
been favored to the point where 
people must find it hard to 
prosper in Alaska.

HERE IS a quote from Mr. 
Gruening’s speech: “For exam- 
ple, a shipper from the Atlantic 
seaboard, or from the industrial

Carved | 
wooden blocks were used in- | 
stead of type, and the books | 
printed from them have been | 
given the name of “block | 
books.” | 

Several old Chinese block | 
books have been found and | 
placed in museums. We also 
have a number of wooden 
blocks which were used to print 
such books. 

One Chinese record is known 
as the “History of the Five Dy- 
nasties.” It speaks of wood 
blocks which were carved 1073 
years ago. 


* * 

OTHER OLD RECORDS tell 
of movable type which was used 
in China long before it was 
known in Europe. Here, in short 
form, is the account written by 
Shen Kua 900 years ago: 

“Pi Sheng, a man of the com- 
mon people, made movable 
type. He took sticky clay, and 
cut thin characters. He baked 
the (pieces of) clay to make 
them hard. 

“On an iron plate he placed 
a- mixture of wax, rosin, and 
ashes. When he was ready to 
print, he put the pieces of clay 
tightly together inside a frame, 
and set them on the iron plate.

A DIFFERENT RECORD tells 
us that Wang Cheng carved Chi- 
nese words on wooden blocks 
642 years ago, and then cut 
the words apart. At that time, 
as now, the Chinese employed 
complete words instead of an 
alphabet. It seems clear that 
they should be honored for the 
first making of movable type. 
Because they were without an 
alphabet, however, they failed 
to develop the use of movable 
type very far.
